BY inferting the following letter in your impartial paper, 
du will greatly oblige a con(tant reader and hearty well-wither, 
ERUSING your paper lately, I obferved a letter on the 
fubject of Patronage, figned G. C. in which the writer 
attempts to vindicate the prefent mode of prefentation, and to 
obviate fome of the objections commonly urged againit it; an 
anfwer to which appeared in your paper fince that time, but, in 
my opinion, neither fufficiently full nor fatisfactory. I have 
been induced to defer anfwering G. C. till now, from a pro- 
mife of another letter on the fame fubje@, which has never yct 
made its appearance *. How far he has fuceceded in his firit 
effay, we now beg leave to enquire. : 
‘The queftion which he ftates, as the groand of difpute, is, 
‘© Whether @ prefentation or popular elect'on would be the moft 
«¢ proper means of fupplying’ a congregation with a minifter 2” 
The firft argument which he advances to prove, that the people 
have no right to eleé their own paltor, is this, That the people 
never poffefledthis right. “ If we trace the pradtic€ back, (fays 
‘* he) through a few ages neareft our own, we will not find 
* that popular cleétion ever prevailed.” He adds, “ If the 
* chufing of paftors had ever been the right of the people, we 
** fhould certainly find fome proofs of it in the common practice 
s< of the Church, in fome age or other.”” Aad do-we not, Mr 
G. C. find many proofs of this right having been in the hands 
of the people? Did not the apoftles and difciples meet for the 
nomination of fuch as might be elected to the apoftlefhip ? and 
were not the deacons cleéted by the multitude of the difciples ? 
Did not Paul and Barnabas by fuffrages ordain elders in every 
Church? (AGs xiv, 23.) for the word in the original fignifies 
to ordain by votes. Confult ecclefiaftical hiftory, and you will 
find that this praétice prevailed alfo in fueceeding ages of the 
Church. In the fecond Council of Orleans, in 533, it was or- 
dained, ** That Metropolitans fhould be, chofen by all the pro- 
vincial bifhops, clergy, and people.” And though the Kings 
of France afhimed to themfelves a right of electing bifhops, yet 
a Synod in Avergni, in 535, decreed, That a bithop fhouldd be 
raifed by che choice of the whole body ; and the eleétion of the 
clergy and citizens is declared neceflary. In the year 6155 
King Clotaire II. fole Monarch of France, enacted, ‘Thar ail 
bifhops fhould be ordained by the clergy and people. In the 
fecond Nicene Council, afflembled in the year 787, a decree 
was made, annulling all elections by Princes ;.and for this they 
quote one of the canons of the firlt Council of Nice. Inthe 
Synod of Rheims, 1049, it was decreed, ‘That none fhould be 
made a bithop without the election of the clergy and people. 
It is not to be denied, indeed, that fome inftances occur of 
promotions taking place merely by the King’s authority, with- 
out election ; but ftill the freedom of choice was maintained : 
‘’he error was in the practice, and not in the ltw.— Permit me 
now, Mr G. C. to add a few inftances from the practice in our

** quire more attention,” - The wit which our letter- writer 
difplays in this quotation is too brilliant to efcape the notice e- 
ven of an itattentive reader. Let him have all the merit to 
which it can entitle him; I envy him not. But, in regard ta 
this his objection, I muft beg leave to inform him, that I am 
well convinced, were there no other ground of diffention be+ 
tween the advocates and opponents of popular elections, he and 
I fhould be eafily reconciled. And I hope, that extending the 
privilege of voting to every one arrived at the age of maturity, 
con refcue them from the debafement of being claffed with 
BASTS; 

After this G. C; proceeds to fiew, that, Becaufe in popular 
electioris we cannor pleafe the whole, we fhould endeavour té 
pleafe none ; or, at leaft, that we fhould hold their pleafure or 
difpleafure as a matter of indifference. * In a parith (fays he) 
‘* where there are 1000 entitled to vote, 501 would carry the 
“ eleion againft 499: This the one half of the parith would 
“* be difobliged, Ina parifh (contigaes he) where there are 
** 500 perfons, including the patron; a prefentation could only, 
** at the worft, force a minifter upon 499, a cafe by no means 
“* fo bad a8 the other.”? Hence he infers, that ** where all 
“ cannot agree, the right of prefenting is much better placed iq 
* the hands of one than of many.” The abfutdiry of this rea- 
foning is woo glaring to need refutation.

In the next argdment of this. writer, he confidcrs a prefénta- 
tion to a congregation, and a prefentation to a living, as two di- 
ftingt things. + It ig not, (fays he) Whether the patron of 
** parifly thal — a-congregation, but, whether the pa- 
*¢ tron or parifh thall prefent to a church and the living annex- 
“ ed to it.” Conhidering it in the latter point of view, I mean 
as a prefentation to a living, he affirms the patron has the beit 
right. Why fo? « Becaule his anceftors, or theirs from whom 
** he acquired the right, either built the church, and granted 
** part of their, eftate for the maintenance of the paftor ; or gave 
** large donations to a church otherwife poor, on condition of 
** having the privilege of prefentation.”” In anfwver to this I 
would obferve, 1/7, That the patron’s pretence of a refervation 
or agreement of this nature, unlefs it be produced, cannot be 
fultained, as it is fubverfive of liberty; for all fervirudes (and 
Patronages are to be regarded as fuch) are never prefumed, but 
mutt be pofitively inftruéteds ad/y, It is undeniable, that Pas 
wonages in general are grounded upon mere caftom, without 
the leaft pretenfions to any refervation or agreement of this na- 
ture. 3dly, The canonifts, by informing us that “ the Po 
often conferred this right on whom he thought proper, though 
they had never beftowed a farthing ona church,” clearly evince 
that the-right or privilege of Patronage was not always con- 
ferred on thofe who had endowed a ¢hurch, 

G. C. next proceeds to remove the objeétion fometimes urs 
ged againit Patronagess viz. “ That the people, and not the 
heritor, pay the ftipend, and that they are coafequently entis 
tled to elect their paftor.”” I will readily admit thar this ob- 
jection can have no focce, and that the mini(ter’s {tipend is paid 
from the heritor’s property ; but ftill this cannot entitle him to 
prefent a paftor, as I have already thewn, that the right of Pa- 
tronage was not always conferred on thofe who endowed a 
church, uolefs he can prove that his anceftors endowe: the 
church to which he is to prefent, upot condition of having this 
privilege. 

In anfwer td his next objection to populat elections, I would 
obferve, that the perforis who may perhaps come into a parifh 
which has a fettled pa{tor, and in whofe eleétion they had no 
vote, as they were not refiding in the parith when he was elects 
ed, are generally few, and bear a finall proportion to the reft of 
the parifh. In regard t9 what he {ays coricerning the diverfity 
of taftes in a parifh, and the difficulty of getting a clergyman 
agreeable co them all, I would obferve, that when the paftor is 
chofen by the voice of the people, it is highly probable tiizt the 
majority will be pleafed: ‘ 

The improvement which G. C. recommends, of the prefent 
mode of licenfing, is, in my opinion, judicious, and fhould be 
adopted.

‘Virat-a correfpondence fhould be carried on between the Commit- 
tce appointed by the General Meeting, in their name, and al! other 
cities, towns, incorporations, and other bodies of men, who chufe to 
unite in the plan for endeavouring to procure redrefs of fo great an 
evil.
